To choose a town clerk, three selectmen, and 
all other necessary town Officers for the ensuing year. 


ARTICLE 2. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise to defray town expenses for the ensuing year. : 


ARTICLE 3. To see whatsumof money the town will vote 
to raise to repair highways and bridges for the ensuing year. 


-ARTICLE 4. To see what method the town will vote to adopt 
for breaking roads the coming winter and pass any other vote 
or votes relative thereto. 


ArticLE 5. To see if the town will vote to raise a sum of 
money not to exceed hundred dollars for books and 
supplies for the ensuing year. 


ArtTICLE 6. To see if the town will vote to raise a sum of 
money not to exceed six hundred dollars for building and 
repairing sidewalks and pass any other vote or votes relative 
thereto. 


ArtTIcLE 7. To see if the town will vote to raise a sum of 
money not to exceed five hundred dollars for the maintenance 
of street lights for the ensuing year. 
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ARTICLE 8. To see if the town will vote to raise a sum not 
exceeding one hundred dollars for decorating graves and pass 
any other vote or votes in relation to the same. 


ArTICLE 9. To see if the town will vote to adopt the pro- 
visions of an act to provide for state aid and for the expendi- 
ture of other public money in the permanent improvement of 
main highways throughout the state as passed by the general 
court at the January session 1905, and pass any other vote or 
votes relative thereto. 


ArticLteE 10. To see if the town will vote to withdraw all or 
a part of the money standing to the credit of the town in the 
Strafford Savings bank of Dover and reinvest the same in some 
other Savings banks within the state and pass any other vote 
or votes relative thereto.

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First Annual Report of the Superintendent of 
Schools 


To the School Board of Milton: 


GENTLEMEN :—I herewith transmit through you to the citi- 
zens of Milton my first report as superintendent of schools. 

I consider it proper in this report to explain briefly the 
organization of this supervisory district and to state my 
relations to the school board and teachers of Milton. This 
supervisory district is made up of the towns of Milton and 
Wakefield. The school boards of these towns form what is 
termed a supervisory district board which has no other duty 
than the election of a superintendent and the apportionment of 
his time and salary. One half of this salary is paid by the 
state and the remainder by the towns. As the schools number 
practically the same in Milton as in Wakefield the joint board 
apportioned my time and salary equally between the towns. 
This district is one of thirteen now organized in this state and 
in point of area it is probably the largest. There are employed 
in the district twenty-five teachers in schools widely separated. 

The duties of the superintendent are such as the school 
board deem it wise to delegate to him. In general it is his 
business to report to the board the condition of the 
schools, give his opinion of the qualifications and success of 
teachers, hunt up new teachers and recommend to the board in 
case of vacancies, advise them on all educational matters, and 
attend to delivery of books and supplies. He endeavors to 
secure as far as possible unity and organized effort in the town 
school system. This unity is essential both from an educa- 
tional and financial standpoint. The superintendent aims to 
bring the schools and teachers of the town into closer relation. 
He organizes the work of the teachers, makes suggestions as to 
methods, and assists them in difficulties of instruction and dis- 
cipline and in securing better attendance. The possible lines of 
his work are many and varied. Particularly is this true of the 
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pioneer superintendent who finds many minor matters to claim 
his attention. A recital of the different tasks which your super- 
intendent has been called upon to do might suggest that 
gentleman of all trades. 

During the school year just closing there have been in session 
for three terms each eleven schools. These terms would aver- 
age twelve weeks in length, making the school year thirty-six 
weeks. This is a very commendable showing for a town of 
this size. I question ifa better showing can be made in this 
state. In Milton village the school year has been a little long- 
er, due to the loss of two weeks the year previous. ‘The total 
number of pupils registered during the fall term in all the 
schools was 255. Of this number 121 were at Milton, 64 at 
Milton Mills, and 70 in all the other schools. You will note 
that nearly one-balf were in one building. The average daily 
attendance was 220, or about 86 per cent. of the total number 
registered. At this time it is impossible to state exactly the 
per cent. of attendance for the winter term, but it will be con- 
siderably below that of the preceding term. This attendance | 
is not satisfactory. I would ask for a better co-operation on 
the part of parents. Although there have been few cases of 
actual truancy, I have found a certain disinterestedness which 
ought not to exist. Thoughtful parents will recognize the 
necessity for regular and punctual attendance for the interest 
of the school and the pupil. No teacher can do successful 
work if she is hampered by the poor attendance of pupils. No 
child can make proper progress in his school work if he does 
not attend regularly. 

At the present time there are but two children of school age 
in the so-called Dowinegville District, and but two in the Hare 
Road District. During the first two terms of this year the 
children from both districts were conveyed to the West Milton 
school, but this winter term the school at Hare Roud has been 
in session with but four pupils. I do not consider this educa- 
tional or financial economy. Provision should be made else- 
where for these children.

At the opening of the schools in September a practically new 
corps of teachers began work. Of the eleven teachers em- 
ployed eight were new to the work in this town. Of this 
number three had had no experience, three were normal 
graduates, one was a college graduate, and one had had 
several years’ experience. Such a revolution in the teaching 
force is doubtless exceptional. It is unfortunate for a school 
to be afflicted with a frequent change in the teacher. Progress 
under such conditions must necessarily be slow and unsatis- 
factory. In my opinion it shéuld be the policy of tle school 
board to use every reasonable effort to retain a good teacher. 
The larger places with their increased salaries have the advan- - 
tage over the smaller towns. It should also be the policy of 
the board to secure as far as possible trained teachers. Train- 
ing will never develop a good physician from poor material, 
nor will professional training make a successful teacher out of 
one not at all adapted to the work. But as arule normal 
training greatly increases a teacher’s efficiency. ‘This fact is 
generally recognized in educational circles. In one of the 
larger cities of this state every teacher below the ‘high school 
has had professional training. It is evident that if we are to 
hold and build up our teaching force we must be liberal in a 
reasonable degree in our salaries. I believe this to be true 
economy. 

Nearly all the school buildings are in fair condition. At the 
opening of school in September the building at West Milton 
was in need of immediate attention. It has been repaired in 
part but there is still need of improvement. The unfortunate 
location of this building should be offset as far as_ possible by 
the attractiveness of the building itself, both exterior and 
interior. ‘There is an opportunity of work along the lines of 
schoolroom decoration and school ground improvement. The 
school board should encourage in every way efforts to these 
ends. I take it if we are to bring out the best in boys and 
girls we must surround them with those things which inspire 
and elevate. An untidy, cheerless school room does not tend 
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toa moral uplift. Some very commendable work has been 
done in school room decoration in the village schools. 

No radical change in school books has been made during the 
school year. At the present time in at least three subjects 
different text books are used in different parts of the town. I 
do not consider this a fortunate condition and it should be 
rectified as early as possible. The book supply indicates a 
liberality on the part of citizens in the past that is gratifying. 
Naturally there bas been an accumulation of material in some 
schools and at the same time a scarcity in others. I have 
endeavored to make a better distribution. The equipment of 
the schools in large outline maps is very unsatisfactory, several 
of the schools being practically destitute. Satisfactory work 
in geography and history is not possible without these facilities. 

There has been an attempt in some of the schools to do 
something with music. This ought to be a part of the regular 
work. It would be well if a teacher could be secured equipped 
to teach both music and drawing who should plan the work, 
instruct the teachers and visit the schools occasionally. 

I desire to call attention to the record of visits by parents 
as shown by the statistical table for the year ending June 30, 
1905, published on another page. It is clear that parents did 
not show their interest in the schools by visiting. There has 
been no material improvement in this particular thus far dur- 
ing this school year. I desire to urge upon parents the need 
of a more intimate acquaintance with the schools and what 
they are trying to do. Intelligent criticism on the part of 
parents is what the school officials desire, but this can be given 
only from first hand information. The visits which parents 
are in the habit of making are on ‘‘show” days. Whereas I 
would encourage them to attend these special exercises, I would 
remind them it is impossible to learn anything at such times of 
the regular school work. I take that the parent has some- 
thing more to do than to pay his school tax and send his child 
to school. He ought to have an active interest strong enough 
to lead him to find out jast the kind of a place he is sending 
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his child to. A criticism which can justly be made of our 
school conditions to-day is the drifting apart of school and 
home. For the interests of both there needs to be a re-union 
or a reuniting. 

I desire to thank the teachers and members of the school 
board for their assistance and co-operation.
